BELIEVES IN VACCINATION,- 


Hut Not lu Sinking It Compulsory— Com- 


missioner Harris. 


WASHINGTON, May 10.—Commissioner 


of Education Harris discussed the ques- 
tion of vaccination in 
the public 


schools in an interview Friday. Dr. 
Harris said: "1 am opposed to compul- 
sory vaccination of public school pu- 
pils. However, I believe that children 
should be refused admission into the 
schools when it is found that they lack 
evidences of having been vaccinated. 
Once in two or three years n physician 
should visit the schools of each city to 
vaccinate those whose parents have 
expressed their willingness. 
As an il- 


lustration of the benefits of revaccina- 
tion, an average of 24 per cent, of the 
pupils of the St Louis schools, when 
revaecinated in ISOo, at which time I 
was superintendent, took again. This 
shows that they were liable-to take 
the smallpox. 
"It is important that opportunity be 


given all school children of vaccination 
once in two or three years. The gen- 
eral laws. I think, should prohibit ad- 
mission of children without vaccina- 
tion prior to their entrance on the 
school work. Almost all the schools 
have rules on this subject, nnd in the 
western cities these rules arc rigidly 
enforced. Mortality from small-pox in 
the schools is not large. For instance, 
in St. Louis during an epidemic some 
time ago, 1 found that only one out of 
1,1100 pupils, or one pupil in every two 
schools, had the disease. It is essen- 
tial, though, that skillful physicians be 
employed and good vaccine be used."

of life is Milwaukee, where six oi the; 
schooner Cunvmings' crew were drown- 
ed Friday afternoon tcfore they could 
be rescued by the life-saving crew. 
Half a dozen schooners and smaller 
craft have foundered oft this city dur- 
ing the day; a score or more are dis- 
mantled and stove in, making an al- 
most hopeless fight against the galo 
and the huge waves that every few, 
minutes sweep over them, endanger- 
ing tho lives of those who lire still on 
board. 


It has been a day of heroic effort and 


great suffering for thelife-siivingcrews' 
scattered along the shore. At least 
thirty vessels are anchored outside the; 
harbor waiting for the storm to sub-; 
side. All are more or less damaged, 
nnd the signals of distress that have 
appeared among them from time to 
time during the day have kept the life- 
savers busy. 


Twenty-five or thirty men have been 


brought in, all exhausted uud suffering 
intensely from the exposure and cold. 
In several cases help arrived too late, 
and a corpse wns found among the kalf- 
conscious sailors who had been be- 
numbed by tho cold, and, unable to 
protect themselves, were almost beaten 
to death by the furious waves. 


At midnight the storm had not abat- 


ed, and every hour increases the peril 
of those on board the numerous vessels 
outside the harbor pulling at their an- 
chors and in imminent danger of being 
brought into collision with each other, 
or of being pounded to pieces on the 
beach. 


Scenes of horror that chilled tho 


blood of thousands of spectators were 
enacted in the hir-1- ..- for two miles be- 
low the Illinois Central depot in tho 
early evening. As the storm increased 
in violence during the afternoon, the 
waves grew mountain high, dashing 
over 
the breakwater, deluging the 


tracks and enveloping the passenger 
trains with torrents of spray. 


Forty lives were saved by the crews 


of the life-saving boats and the tugs of 
the Chicago companies during the 
storm. 


The life-saving crew was making a 


third trip to rescue part of the crew of 
the schooner Rainbow, which was fabt 
going to pieces, when it capsized, about 
a mile from the breakwater. All of the 
seven men were rescued. The last, of 
the life-savers was taken from tlife 
water thrce-qiuvrters of an hour after 
the boat had capsized.

France'* Tobacco Con*nnipt[on. 


Nearly Srt.000 tons of tobacco are an- 


nually consumed in France, according 
to recent statistics. Of this some -20,000 
tons are used for smoking. 1.250'for 
chewing and the remainder for snuff. 
This is an increase of 7,000 tons over 
the consumption of twenty years ago, 
bnt there has been little change in the 
last ten years, except that the quantity 
of snuff used is gradually diminishing. 
Nearly a ninth of the tobacco is con- 
sumed in Paris and its suburbs. 


His Home Training.—In hischoice bj 


faith of the true life, in his defense of 
his countrymen,' in his whole after- 
life, we see traces of the religious 
training of Moses. (1) He was doubt- 
less trained in the religious writings 
and traditions of his people. (2) In the 
knowledge of the one true God. (3) In 
the promises made to Abraham and his 
other ancestors, and so in their hopes 
of becoming a great and free nation. 
(4) In the best morals then known, 
obedience to parents, faith toward 
God and love toward all. This train- 
Ing Moses never forgot, even amid 
the worldly splendors and temptations 
of Pharaoh's court. 


His Literary Education.—We obtain 


the best general idea of what such an 
education was from the words of St. 
Stephen (Acts 7: 22): "Now Moses was 
learned in all the wisdom of the Egyp- 
tians." 
This "wisdom,"'though not 


perhaps very deep, was multiform 
and manifold. It included orthogra/- 
phy, grammar, history, theology, medi- 
cine, arithmetic, geometry, astronomy 
and engineering. By the. more ad- 
vanced, poetry was read, and poetic 
composition occasionally practised.— 
Rawlinson. Being adopted into the 
royal family, he was no doubt re- 
oelved into the priestly caste, and 
knew all the secret learning of the 
Egyptian priests. 
Tradition1 assigns 


the great temple of the sun, at On, the 
chief university of Egypt, as the scene 
of his education, and if so, his ex- 
perience of Egyptian life in many 
striking aspects must have been wide. 


His Practical Education. St. Stephen 


also says (Acts 7:22) that Moses was 
mighty in words and in deeds. "He 
learned arithmetic, geometry, astron- 
omy, medicine and music. He invented 
boats, and engines for building, instru- 
ments of war and of hydraulics, hiero- 
glyphics, division of lands." He taught 
Orpheus, and was hence called by the 
Greeks Muscous, and by the Egyptians 
Hermes. He was sent on an expedi- 
tion against the Ethiopians. He got rid 
of the serpents of the country to bo 
traversed by letting loose baskets full 
of ibises upon them.—Stanley's Jewish 
Church. 
But Moses was not only a 


scholar; as years went on, he had an 
opportunity of earning distinction as a 
warrior. 
According to Josephus (upon 


what foundation we do not know), the 
Ethiopians made an incursion into 
Egypt, and routed the army which was 
sent to resist them. Panic spread over 
the country, and Pharaoh trembled at 
the approach of the swarthy savages. 
The oracles, well aware of his remark- 
able abilities, advised that the com- 
mand should be intrusted to Moses. 
He immediately took the field, and by 
a rapid though roundabout march sur- 
prised the enemy, defeated them with 
heavy slaughter, drove them bock into 
their own territories, and followed 
them up so hard, capturing one city 
after another, that they found no asy- 
lum till they reached the swamp-girdled 
city of Meroo.—James Hamilton, D. "D. 
"His military achievements outshone 
Jn popular estimation his intellectual 
attainments." 
"He returned from this 


campaign the most popular man in the 
kingdom." Hoses also learned thor- 
oughly the weakness and strength of 
the Egyptian people and their kings. 


Ilis Decisive Choice.—When Moses 


was about forty years old and had r«- 
ceivcd all he could from his worldly 
training as the son of a king, there 
came a crisis in his life, about which 
we learn in Ileb. 11:24-37. 
For we 


learn not a little about Moses' life from 
tbe New Testament. "By faith Moses, 
when he was grown up, refused to be 
called the son of Pharaoh's daughter, 
choosing rather to be evil entreated 
with the people of God than to enjoy 
the pleasures of sin for a season; ac- 
counting the reproach of Christgrcater 
riches than the treasures of Egypt; for 
he looked unto the recompense of re- 
ward. By faith he forsook Egypt, not 
fearing- tho wrath of the king; for he 
endured, as seeing Him who is in- 
visible." We do not know what was 
the occasion of this great decision. He 
probably became acquainted with the 
needs of his people; he realized the 
promises to them, and felt that the 
time was near. There grew up a de- 
sire to help them and a hope that he 
might be their deliverer. But this he 
could not do without allying himself 
to them. 
Possibly he was required 


from his position to take part against 
the people or to join in idolatrous cere- 
monies. But in some way he had come 
to the place where he must cither 
wholly go with the Egyptians in re- 
ligion and life, or he must choose God, 
tho truth and the afflicted people of 
God.

"We are a nation of gamblers, let us 


deny it as much as we please," re-

Louis reporters the other evening. 
"Yes, I repeat it, we arc a nation of 
gamblers, and that's what has made 
us rich and powerful," continued the 
doctor. "Oh, 1 know that this isn't 
very pretty talk, but it's the truth 
just the same, and I believe in telling 
the truth. \Vhy, we gamble in stocks, 
in grain, in produce, in bonds, in hind, 
in every conceivable sort of invest- 
ment. I may say that this gambling 
spirit is the' most distinctly American 
trait. 1 may except from this category 
the remnants of old lino southerners, 
who gambled only in human slavery 
and who, since this chattel has been 
removed from' the market, haven't 
been able to adjust themselves to the 
changed conditions 
of speculation. 


But even the most conservative of the 
new blood in the smith is catching 
t^e gambling spirit, and after awhile 
every section and industry of the coun- 
try will bo under its sway." 


ing tariff bill: 


I.have had no conference upon this 


subject with anybody except the demo- 
cratic members of the senate commit- 
tee on finance^ and therefore cannot 
state of my own personal knowledge 
what has occurred in any other con- 
ferences that may have taken place. 
It is true that an effort is being made 
to agree upon such changes in the pend- 
ing bill us will secure for it the united 
and active support of all the democrats 
in the senate. The indications now 
are that this support can and will be 
secured without making-radical changes 
in the rates of duty or material altera- 
tions in the form or structure of the 
taaiff schedules as, they were passed by 
the house of representatives. In fact, 
I regard most of the changes now un- 
der consideration as quite unimpor- 
tant, while the remainder are not of 
such a character as substantially to 
affect the merits of the bill as a meas- 
ure for the reformation of the-worst 
features of existing legislation upon 
this subject. I do not think we ought 
to permit differences of opinion upon 
mere matters of detail, or in regard to 
small increases or reduction of rates in 
the bill as it now stands, to prevent the 
redemption of our pledges to the peo- 
ple, and therefore I am in favor of se- 
curing, if possible without any surren- 
der of principle, and without abandon- 
ing any part of the democratic policy 
of tariff reform, such.mutual conces- 
sions iipcm these points as will concil- 
iate our strength und pass the measure 
at the earliest possible date. So far as 
the proposed amendments relate to 
duties npoii important articles of con- 
sumption now subject to duty, the; 
rates suggested aa the basis for adjust-i 
ment are all much lower than in the 
present law, while there are only a few 
instances in which they are higher than 
in the bill reported by the senate com- 
mittee. 


"By far the mast important single 


article upon which a change of duty is 
now proposed is sugar, raw and re- 
fined, and it is strenuously contended 
by persons interested .in the production 
of this article that the specific rates al- 
ready in the bill as reported by the 
senate committee are higher than the 
ad valorem rates which it is now pro- 
posed to insert. Whether this is cor- 
rect or not depends on the price of 
sugar in the foreign markets from 
time to time, and therefore it is not 
possible to make nn exactly accurate 
statement, upon the subject; but lam 
satisfied that the difference, if any, be- 
tween the specific rates heretofore pro- 
posed and the ad valorem rate now un- 
der consideration is so small as to be of 
no material consequence either way-

tercut of the Autocrat'* Health. . 


Discussing- the report that the czar, 


upon medical advice, has determined 
to ma ice his permanent home in Kieff, 
a writer in the London Spectator says: 
"The .population of Russia, for nearly 
a generation, has been slipping south- 
ward, in search of culturable soil, and 
the living forces of the empire are now 
far nearer to Kieff and the Dnieper 
than to the Neva and St. Petersburg. 
If to these reasons the argument of 
health is added, we can well believe 
that the czar hns decided on a perma- 
nent change of'residence, and if he 
has, he must also have decided on a 
permanent change of capital. He can- 
not lire twenty years away from the 
administrative 
center. The foreign 


ambassadors, the great departments, 
the men who govern Russia, must nt- 
tend the sovereign; and if they attend 
him, they must, for convenience sake, 
as well as for tlie sake of their own 
dignity, begin to build. There is am- 
ple room on the Dneiper for a great 
city, plenty of stone procurable, us the 
ancient monuments attest, and a sup- 
ply of labor at least as abundant as 
that which maintains St. Petersburg-. 
There is no historic prejudice to be of- 
fended, for Kieff is far more nearly 
connected ivitii Russian history thuii 
St. Petersburg; and no religious oppo- 
sition 'to bo feared, for Russian reli- 
gious feeling, so far as it has a center,' 
turns toward Constantinople rather 
than toward St. Petersburg1, which is 
indeed far too modern for urty. senti- 
ment of the kind. It is quite possible, 
therefore, if the czar lives and iinds 
that Kieff suits his constitution and 
his children's, that thu old city on the 
Dnieper may develop into a stately 
capital, the seat of the government 
and the focus of the railway system of 
the empire."

An exchange calls attention to tho 


condition of the tomb of William H. 
Crawford, which is in an old field near 
Lexiug-ton Oa.. and is unmarked by 
any sort of monument to call attention 
of passers-by to the great Georgian 
who o;:me very near being president of 
the United States and was the only 
man to whom Napoeloii I. felt con- 
strained to bow. Mi'. Crawford was at 
one time minister to the court of Na- 
poleon, and- the impression that he 
made there is described as simply tre- 
mendous. AVhen he entered the court, 
with his lofty bearing and his tall, im- 
pressive figure, decorated for tlie first 
time with the apparel of his high com- 
mission as the American minister to 
the court, he was received with the ut- 
most demonstration. 


The emperor was deeply impressed. 


He avowed that Mr. Crawford was the 
only man to whom he had ever been 
constrained to bow, and on that occa- 
sioii he overstepped the custom and 
made a repetition of his courtesj'. 
Fashioned in a gigantic mold, Mr. 
Crawford was one of the handsomest 
men that overlived. lie was a man of 
great talent and of intellectual super- 
iority. He was recognized as the equal 
of any of his adversaries in the highest 
councils of the land, and as a candidate 
for the highest ollice in the nation's 
gift he was defeated by only a small 
majority. And yet Georgians have 
such little veneration for the dead as 
to ijj-nore the ashes of this great man 
and to leave them unrecorded in an 
old field.

in the pyramid age. The startling 
feature of the discoveries resulting 
from the decipherment of the cunei- 
form inscriptions has been the numer- 
ous details of popular life which arc 
accessible to us. The little clay tab- 
lets not only contain the record of 
kings and princes, but even of the 
poorest of the people, slaves and beg- 
gars. In so great a literary land as 
Chaldea every transaction, no matter 
how small, was recorded in writing, 
and thus we have many details of 
transactions whibh would otherwise 
have been forever lost." Among tlie 
documents which have been discovered 
is a tablet which may be well called 
"the oldest -dressmaker's bill in the 
world." It was the custom of tlio 
Uabylenian kings to present to the 
temples sets of robes for the. use of the 
priests and ^ priestesses. 
This was 


usually done every year, and we have 
many of these lists in the Uritish 
museum. The oldest hitherto known 
has been that of a king, about 1-159 II. 
C. There are several of a later period, 
but the document before us is far older 
than any yet found. 


The tablet, which is of limestono, 


was discovered in the ruins of the tem- 
ple in the city of Nipur in southern 
Chaldea. This temple was dedicated 
to the ghost god and had a very large 
priesthood attached to it. From tlie 
style of writing', which is extremely 
archaic, and from "the curious system 
of numerals employed, the table can- 
not be of later date than 2SOO 15. C. It 
contains a list of ninety-two vestments 
which wore presented to the temple by 
tire king. The name of the king- is un- 
fortunf.tely not given. The end of the 
tablet reads: "In all ninety-two pure 
vestments, the bill (list) of the temple 
for the priests this year." Many of the 
words are unknown to us, as thcjyarc, 
no doubt, many of them technical 
terms employed by the modistes of the 
period. Some of the lines, however, 
are of particular interest—those that 
can 
be 
satisfactorily 
deciphered. 


Among- the item's are: "Twolve white 
robes of the temple, eight robes of the 
house of his lady, ten pure gold col- 
lars, two wide robes." One item of 
especial interest occurs near the end: 
"Four scented ro}>cs." This reminds 
us erf the passage in.Psalm xir., speak- 
ing of the robes redolent of "myrrh 
and aloes and cassia."

PATENT LEATHER. 


The Process for Prodnelnv the Shlnj 


Snrfmc*. 


Japanned leather, generally called 


patent leather, 
was first made=4n 


America. A " smooth, glazed finish is 
first given to calfskin in France. The 
leather, says the New York Telegram, 
is curried expressly for the purpose, 
and particular earo is taken to keep it 
as free as possible from grease; the 
skins are then tacked on frames and 
coated with a composition of linseed 
oil and umber, in the proportion of 
eighteen gallons of oil to five of umber 
boiled until nearly solid and then mixed 
•with spirits of turpentine to the proper 
consistency. Lampblack is also added 
.when the composition is applied in or- 
der to give color and body. From 
three to four coats of this are neces- 
sary to form a substance to receive tho 
varnish. They are laid on with a knife 
or scraper. To render the goods soft 
and pliant each coat must be very 
light and thoroughly dried after each 
application. A thin coat is afterward 
applied of the same composition of 
proper consistency to be put on with a 
brush and with sufficient lampblack 
boiled in.it to make a perfect black. 
When thoroughly dry it is cut down 
with a. scraper having turned edges, 
when it is ready to varnish. The princi- 
pal varnish used is made of linseed oil 
and Russian blue, boiled to the thick- 
ness of printer's ink. 
It is reduced 


with spirits of turpentine to asuitarble 
consistency to work with a brush, arid 
then applied in two or three separate 
coats, which are scraped and pv»mioe.d 
until the leather is perfectly filled and 
smooth. The finishing coat is pud on 
with special care in a room kept closed 
and with the floor wet to prevent 
dust. The frames are then run into an 
oven heated to about ono hundred and 
seventy-five degrees. 
In preparing 


this kind of lea-ther the manufacturer 
must give the skin as high a keat as it 
can bear ir. order .to dry th'e composi- 
tion on the surface as rapidly as pos- 
sible without absorption, and cau- 
tjpusly, S9'as not to injure the fiber of 
the leather.
